Memorial Session — On motion of W. W. Woollard, Conference re- 
solved to meet in a memorial session in honor of the memory of Bishop 
Charles B. Galloway, at 7:15 p. m. 



Reports — ^Dr. W. B. Murrah, President of Millsaps College, presented 
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his report from that institution, which was read and referred to the 
Board of Education. The report of T. W. Lewis, Commissioner for the 
same institution, was read, and referred to the same Board. The report 
of the Publishing Committee of the New Orleans Christian Advocate 
was read and referred to the Committee on Books and Periodicals. 

Memorials — A memorial from the Winona District Conference in re- 
gard to college athletics, was referred to the Board of Education. A 
memorial from the same body in regard to the establishment of a hos- 
pital was referred to a Hospital Committee of five, appointed by the 
Chair, viz., W. B. Murrah, W. T. J. Sullivan, J. H. Sherard, J. G. Hamil- 
ton and J. D. Barbee. A memorial from the Corinth District Conference 
with reference to the establishment of a mission on, Hatchie river was 
referred to the Board of Missions. 

Constitutional Change — A communication was received from the Secr^ 
tary of the last General Conference, requesting the concurrence of this 
Conference in a resolution changing the twenty-third article of religion 
in the disciplines of all our Churches in foreign countries, so that it 
shall read as follows: 

“XXIII. — Of the Duty of Christians to the Civil Authority. 

“It is the duty of all Christians, and especially of all Christian min- 
isters, to observ’^e and obey the laws and commands of the governing 
or supreme authority of the country of which they are citizens or sub- 
jects, or in which they reside, and to use all laudable means to encour- 
age and enjoin obedience to the powers that be.” 

The measure was adopted by unanimous vote, there being 125 votes 
cast. 

Adjournm 3 nt — The hour for adjournment having arrived, announce- 
ments were made, and Conference adjourned with the benediction by J. 
R. Countiss. 

FIRST DAY— MEMORIAL SESSION. 

Opening — Conference met at 7:15 p. m., pursuant to adjournment, in 
memorial session, in honor of the memory of the late beloved chieftain 
of Methodist hosts, Bishop Charles B. Galloway, Bishop Hoss in the 
chair. 

Worship — Appropriate selections were sung by the choir, and Dr. J. 
W. Boswell led in prayer. 

Memoir — Dr. W. B. Murrah, a member of the Conference, and a life- 
long friend of Bishop Galloway, read the following memoir, which was 
ordered spread on the Conference Journal, and published in the New Or- 
leans Christian Advocate : 

BISHOP CHARLES BETTS GALLOWAY. 

The memory of a great man is an abiding inspiration; the memory 
of a good man is a never ceasing benediction; the memory of a great 
and good man is a priceless legacy. 

Our memorials .should enshrine noble virtues, for, after all, the men 
who enrich the world are the men who show us how to live. Let selfish- 
ness and vainglory be forgotten; let the self-sacrifice of love, and un- 
wavering loyalty to duty live in memory forever. 

When the spirit of Bishop Charles B. Galloway left his home on earth 
and passed through the gates to his home in heaven, a solemn hush set- 
tled down over the city of Jackson, where he had lived so long and was 
so ardently loved. Customary activities were suspended, and the mourn- 
ers, literally, went about the streets. 

When the tidings of his death went abroad, messages from all sec- 
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tions of our land came to the stricken family, showing how wide-spread 
was the sorrow that prevailed. 

Though we are now removed by more than six months from the day 
when he went away, not to come back any more, the lapse of time in- 
tensifies rather than softens our sense of irreparable loss. 

It is 'pre-eminently fitting, therefore, that we should pause in the 
midst of our Conference proceedings to give expression to our apprecia- 
tion of his exalted worth, and record our estimate of his illustrious 
character. 

He was bound to us by ties peculiar and tender. The place of his 
nativity, and the field of his first pastoral activities, are in the terri- 
tory embraced in our bounds, and when the North Mississippi* Confer- 
ence was organized in the year 1870, his name appeared in the list of 
those who were then received into full connection. He was, in an un- 
usual sense, our Bishop, because he was so truly our brother and friend. 

Charles Betts Galloway was born in the town of Kosciusko, Miss., 
on the first day of September, 1849. He spent the days of childhood 
and early youth amid the infiuences of a cultivated home. All of the 
advantages which the schools in the vicinity of his home afforded he 
eagerly improved, and was prepared to enter the University of Mis.sis- 
sippi at the early age of 15. 

While a student at this institution, he was radically converted, and 
ever afterward rejoiced in the assurance of conscious salvation. With 
his conversion there came the conviction, strong and imperative, that it 
was his duty to preach the gospel. There is no evidence that he sought 
to stifle the voice that called him to this high mission. It is doubtful 
whether, even in thought, he considered any sacrifice he had to make. 
He counted it all joy to give himself without reservation to the procla- 
mation of the Gospel of Christ. 

Graduated by the University to the degree of Bachelor of Arts before 
he was 19 .years of age, he entered at once upon his life work. He was 
licensed to preach in the year 1868, and then by regular gradations he 
passed through the successive stages and experiences of an itinerant 
Methodist preacher, and was called to the office of Bishop in 1886, in 
the thirty-seventh year of his life — ^the youngest man at the time of 
his election ever elevated to that high office in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. A great preacher, a moulder of thought in one of the 
most eventful half centuries in the history of civilization; a bold, in- 
trepid and judicious leader in the marvelous temperance reform of his 
times; a conspicuous friend and trusted guide of the negroes of the 
South in all worthy endeavor; a wise, resourceful Bishop, and a noble 
Christian patriot, world wide in his sympathies — these are the titles 
of Charles B. Galloway to public distinction and recognition. 

His distinctive pastoral service extends over a period of fourteen years 
from 1868-1882. Four years were devoted to journalism as the editor 
of the New Orleans Christian Advocate, and twenty-three years to the 
office and work of a Bishop in the Church of God. It would require 

the compass of a large volume to recount the heroic labors of these 

forty-one years. Measured by the calendar, his life seems short; meas- 
ured by achievements, it was long. 

When we would delineate the features which marked the character 
of some choice spirit, we often impose restraint upon ourselves lest we 
appear to employ the language of exaggeration. But when we think of 
the qualities which characterize our noble, gifted friend, we are not 
embarrassed by any fear of this kind. What would appear fulsome 

and extravagant when applied to others seems moderate and inadequate 

when applied to him. 

If we think of the flaming messenger of the cross, memory recalls the 
majestic form; the graceful bearing and imposing mien; the flashing 
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eye, the matchless voice, the mighty thought, the pleading pathos, and the 
burning eloquence of the incomparable orator. 

If we turn to contemplate the Christian citizen, there comes before us 
the brave defender of the right, and the uncompromising foe of the 
wrong — faithful to every obligation, private and public — the chivalrous 
patriot with a high and delicate sense of honor which esteemed a stain 
upon his country as a personal disgrace. 

If we recall the husband and father, “diligent to frame and fashion 
himself and his family according to the doctrine of Christ,” we are re- 
minded of the household where love reigned supreme, and the sweet in- 
fluences of domestic affection made the ideal home. 

The life history of Bishop Galloway reveals many imitable qualities, 
and, for that reason, his character is singularly rich in helpful, inspir- 
ing lessons. His development was normal — rapid, it is true, so rapid, 
indeed, as almost to startle and bewilder, but always along natural 
lines. He had a great soul because he fed on the bread of life. He had 
a broad, fertile and masterful mind because he nourished it by earnest 
study and wide reading. He had a strong vigorous body, because he 
abstained in early youth from the habits and dissipations which under- 
mine and destroy the physical being. So well organized in the har- 
monious blending in right relations of the faculties and powers of being 
that he was, in a marked degree, free from eccentricities. His poise 
and self-mastery enabled him to preserve an attitude toward others 
wliich secured freedom from contentions and rivalries, and made every- 
body glad to see him promoted. 

He made friends evervwhere he was known, and among all classes; 
and disarmed or won over enemies, if he had any, with wonderful facil- 
ity. This, in part, was accounted for by a broad humanity — a natural 
and cultivated interest in life as life, and in men as men. It was pre- 
eminently true of him that he rejoiced with them that rejoiced and wept 
with them that wept. 

Bishop Galloway was fortunate in the time and circum.stances of his 
birth. A child before our great Civil war, and thus ‘in sympathy with 
the kindest views regarding slavery and ante-bellum conditions gen- 
erally; a bov during the war and the pre-reconstruction period, and thus 
impressed with the war sentiment and romantic devotion to the lost 
cause; a man during reconstruction and subsequent trving conditions in 
the South — ^beiuff thus able to exercise the Southerner’s kindness to the 
negro as an individual, for example, with the really patriotic and benev- 
olent view of the broad-minded statesman in his interest in the negro 
as a race. 

Of no one could it be said with more of truth that he led men be- 
cause he loved men; and that he was rarely gifted as a judge of men 
by reason of his sympathy with men. 

His belief in men made him an optimist of the most pronounced type, 
‘and he never wavered in the conviction that right would triumph over 
wrong. 

One of the very striking things about Bishop Galloway’s personality 
was his sense of humor, but when it found expression it was always 
kindly, clean and wholesome. This was one of the elements which 
made him so charming socially. A most entertaining conversationalist, 
he was never the hero of his narratives. He never recounted his own 
exploits. 

He was one of the happiest of men, and it was his chief delight to 
make others happy. 

The explanation of Bishop Galloway’s illustrious career is to be found 
largely in the fact that he had ever before him a lofty aim. In the 
best sense he aspired after high attainments that the sphere of his use- 
fulness might be broadened. He coveted earnestly the best gifts. *He 
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had an exalted conception of the dignity of human nature, and nothing 
short of the high calling of God in Christ Jesus could fill the measure 
of his soul. He saw in the work of Christ absolute perfection. Here 
was atonement for sin. Here was God reconciling the world unto him- 
self by the death of his Son. Here were heaven and earth brought into 
communication and divine infiuences and agencies literally subject to 
his command. And, as he contemplated the vast resources of the King- 
dom of Heaven, he realized the boundless possibilities of humanity in 
Jesus Christ. 

In seeking to realize in himself this high ideal as a minister of Christ 
he exhibited, in his extraordinary career, the unusual combination of 
conservatism and aggressiveness. 

He held on to old truths with singular tenacity. The fundamental 
principles of Christianity were so firmly fixed in his convictions that he 
did not regard them as open to debate. He had the most profound re- 
spect for genuine scholarship, and did not fear the most searching in- 
vestigation. When he talked with those who enjoyed his confidence, 
of his views respecting modern research and biblical criticism, it was 
always with the result that he would express his abiding faith in the 
things he had believed from the beginning. He was a great reader; 
und-erstood the trend of modern thought; exercised the broadest mental 
hospitality, and after surveying the whole field he would exclaim, with 
a jubilant note, “Nevertheless, the foundation of God standeth sure.” 

Conservative though he was to a degree so marked, he was as ag- 
gressive as a radical. He believed in change, when change meant im- 
provement. He was impatient of anything like stagnation. 

Bishop Gallow^ay was very pronounced in his views respecting a 
preacher’s relation to public affairs. He did not believe that a min- 
ister of the Gospel of Christ should have anything to do with partisan 
politics; but that he should have much to do with policies as they af- 
fected the well being of society. He was ready at all times to throw 
the force of his personality into movements looking to the promotion 
of moral reforms. His fidelity to duty in public or private station was 
one of his most conspicuous traits. He counted no privation too great 
if duty demanded the sacrifice; he would face any peril rather than 
desert his post. 

While the thought that our matchless leader will not appear again 
in our midst to cheer and inspire, overwhelms us with grief, may we not 
say that for him, possibly, he was fortunate in the time of his death. 
He was saved from all conscious suffering; had not wholly lost his 
power — escaped the disappointment and mortification of lingering dis- 
ease, and years of decadence — a condition peculiarly trying to the suc- 
cessful orator. 

And then he was at home. His loving wife and noble son were by 
his side, while life-long friends stood about his bed. 

The knightly herald of truth, after traveling over continents, across 
seas, around the world, came home to lie down and rest. 

Calmly, serenely, peacefully, he went to sleep; and just as the dawn 
of a new day was fiooding the earth with light, he opened his eyes in 
heaven. We will not speak of him as dead; we will not think of him 
as dead, for we know that they who believe in Jesus Christ as he did 
shall never die.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

The Sabbath of the fourth Commandment was born of God’s mercy, 
since man needed the day for his complete well-being and happiness. 
Y’^et, one of the most distressing signs of this age of hurry is found 
in the tendency to secularize the Sabbath or ignore it altogether. 

Blighted leaves and twigs indicate a disease at a more vital point. 
The cause of this blight is a “worm under the bark,” at the root of 
the tree. And so the blighted leaves, as seen in Sabbath desecration, 
should cause us to ask: “Is the trouble altogether with the open Sab- 
bath-breaker ?” 

The opinion of your committee is that there is not enough agitation 
on this great question. The Church has always been the chief molder 
of public sentiment. There was practically no public sentiment against 
the gigantic rum curse until the - Church, within recent years, took up 
the slogan of war against it, but now, as we contemplate the phenom- 
enal development of sentiment against this evil, we feel like exclaim- 
ing “Behold! What hath God wrought!” The Church made the fight 
and won. Much of our present and future greatness depended on it. 

The destruction of the Sabbath as a holy day means moral reprobacy. 
Therefore, a moment’s consideration ought to convince us that to save 
the world in accordance with the divine command, we must guard the 
sanctity of the Sabbath most jealously. 

Our open foes are: 

First — Sabbatizers, a small, compact group of conscientious, but mis- 
taken, men, who would put the Jews’ day in place of the Lord’s day, de- 
spite nineteen centuries of magnificent progress. 

Second — Indifference. And this might be styled the great foe within 
the camp, for we are, as a Church and as a Christian people, doing 
nothing in an organized way to make a right sentiment on this ques- 
tion. 

Third — Obstructionists, who oppose almost every movement against 
wrong-doing on the false plea that men are being robbed of their “per- 
sonal liberty.” 

Fourth — Devotees of pleasure, many of whom are accustomed to, 
and would pattern after, the “European Sabbath” in making it a day 
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of amusement, and hence of every sort of worldly, not to say wicked, 
self-gratification. 

Fifth — Greedy worldings, who, for gain, would barter the very life- 
blood and soul of their fellows. 

Sixth — Godless materialists, a foreign growth of red-handed agitators, 
who defy all law, both divine and human. 

These are the principal forces at work in our land to destroy our 
Sabbath. They must be met and overcome, or they will overcome us. 
This means determined, persistent effort of a systematic character. 

The remedy lies, first of all, in agitation. Agitation for the strict 
enforcement of such laws as we have, and for the enactment of more 
adequate laws wherever they are found to be inadequate. 

Preachers, Sunday school superintendents and teachers, league offi- 
cers and all religious workers should organize for the purpose of with- 
standing the influences that are to be opposed. Mothers and fathers 
should be . diligent in instilling right principles on this question into 
the minds of their children. Therefore, resolved, first, that it is the 
sense of this Conference, that the laboring people should be given a half 
holiday on Saturday as a means of social cultivation and recreation. 

Second — That each Sunday school and Epworth League be organized 
into “Sunday Leagues,” each member assuming an obligation to try to 
keep the day holy unto the Lord. 

Third — That our people, and especially the Sunday Leaguers, be urged, 
by our preachers and superintendents, to subscribe for and read “The 
American Sunday,” published monthly at San Antonio, Texas. 

Fourth — That our pastors and people should co-operate with “The 
Sunday League of America,” in its most commendable effort to preserve 
the Sabbath of the Bible and of our sainted fathers.

FOURTH DAY, SATURDAY, DECEMBER 4, 1909. 

MORNING SESSION. 

Opening — Bishop Hoss called the Conference to order promptly at 9 
a. m., and announced Hymn No. 22, “Come, Ye That Love the Lord.” 
Rev. John Ritchey led in prayer, after which the Bishop read Luke 
18:9-14, and commented on the Pharisee and publican — ^the two men, 
•the two prayers, the two answers. 

Minutes Approved — The minutes of the third day were read and 
approved. 

Received From Other Churches — J. S. Jennings from the Cumberland 
Presbyterian Church; James H. Bell, from the Baptist Church; R. H. 
Kemp, from the Pentecostal Mission, and J. A. Byram, from the Metho- 
dist Protestant Church, having signified their agreement with the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, in doctrine and discipline, and having 
passed the Committee on Admissions, were, by unanimous vote, received 
into, the traveling connection, and their orders recognized, on condition 
that they appear at the bar of the Conference and take upon them- 
selves the vows of an elder. G. W. Everett, from the Troy Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, in the class of the first year, was 
received into like relation in this Conference.

FINANCE. 

We have received from all sources this year for the claimants upon 
our Conference, the sum of $5,996.64. Of this sum the various charges, 
as a result of the annual assessment, yield us $5,666.95. Interest from 
the North Mississippi Conference Superannuates’ Endowment fund 
amounts to $112.75, and our share of the earnings of the general en- 
dowment fund for past year is $156. These funds have been dispensed, 
as Treasurer’s report shows. 

• The Conference endowment fund has been increased this year $327.50. 
Of this amount, $77.50 was collected from subscriptions previously se- 
cured by the Board, and $250 was the generous donation of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Featherston, of Coldwater, Miss. Two hundred and two dollars 
and seventy-five cents has been collected for the general endowment 
fund for Superannuates. We deplore the fact that we cannot report 
larger collections for this worthy cause. 

Notwithstanding, we have from year to year called attention to the 
growing needs in this direction, and emphasized the importance of in- 
creasing this fund, urging upon the pastors to take collections in their 
respective congregations, our receipts have shown but slight increase. 
We, therefore, recommend that an assessment, amounting to 1 per cent 
of the pastor’s salary, be placed upon each pastoral charge, and that the 
presiding elders see to it that this assessment is added to the appor- 
tionments made by the district stewards to the various charges of the 
Conference. .

Ballot — The result of the second ballot for clerical reserve delegates was 
announced as follows: Votes cast, 98; necessary to choice, 50. B. P. Jaco 

received 32, J. R. Countiss 28, J. H. Felts 13, E. S. Lewis 6, J. C. Park and 
N. G. Augustus 4 each; W. M. Young, L. M. Lipscomb and J. H. Mitchell 
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2 each; H. S. Spragins and T. H. Dorsey 1 each. No one having received a 
majority, a tliird ballot was taken. 

Afternoon Session — On motion, Conference resolved to meet in afternoon 
session at 2 o’clock. 

Address — ^Mrs. T. M. Clark, of Verona, Miss., made an instructive ad- 
dress on the work of the Woman’s Foreign Mission Society. On motion, 
her address w’as requested for publication in the New Orleans Christian 
Advocate. 

Ballot — The result of the third ballot for clerical reserve delegates was 
announced as follows: Votes cast, 87; necessary to choice, 44. B. P. Jaco 

received 42, J. R. Countiss 22, J. H. Felts 7, J. C. Park 4, E. S. Lewis 3, W. 

M. Young 2, H. S. Spragins, T.H. Dorsey and J. H. Mitchell 1 each. There 
was no election, and a fourth ballot was taken. 

Report — The Committee on Temperance made its report, which was read 
and adopted as follows: 

TEMPERANCE. 

We are glad to report that the temperance sentiment is still healthy and 
strong. The last legislature passed a law for state wide prohibition, which 
took effect on the 31st day of December, 1908. The sentiment for statutory 
prohibition was so strong that the bill for its passage received the unani- 
mous vote in the house of representatives, and only four votes in the sen- 
ate were cast against it. This w’as a great onward step of the cause of 
temperance, and our next effort and aim should be to procure constitutional 
prohibition, and we believe all that is necessary to secure it is to submit 
this question to the qualified electors of the state. 

The Church and the W. C. T. U. of Mississippi have been the great forces 
in bringing on this forw^ard movement in the temperance cause. But let it 
be remembered, that statutory prohibition will not keep us safe from the 
liquor evil unless there shall be due and prompt execution of the law. Noth- 
ing but eternal vigilance in the execution of the law will save us from the 
drink evil. The fight is on and must be kept on. Relaxation now would 
be the sleeping of the victorious army on the battlefield wnth the enemy 
tenting in sight. The great final victory for prohibition is still ahead; but 
we are sure to win, for God and right are on the side of temperance. 

We extend our heartiest approbation and endorsement of the work being 
done by the Women’s Christian Temperance Union in their efforts to de- 
stroy the saloon, and for their great assistance toward procuring state- 
wide prohibition. 

We highly commend the purpose of the law passed by Congress, giving 
the states of Mississippi and Arkansas the right to fix the boundary of j 

said states on the Mississippi river, and petition the governors of these 
two states to submit this matter by proper messages to the legislatures of 
said states for their consideration. 

The blind tiger evil in some places is still permitted to exist, but we 
believe this evil is on the decrease. Another evil with which we have to 
contend is the right of individuals of other states to ship liquor into pro- 
hibition territory for sale. Let us do what we can to change the law, so 
that when liquors are shipped into prohibition territory the same shall be 
subject to the state laws as soon as they shall enter the state where the 
consignment is made, and before their delivery to the consignee. 

We again present for your adoption the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That we respectfully memoralize the senators and congress* 
men from Mississippi to do all in their power to secure the passage of an 
efficient law prohibiting the shipment of intoxicants into states and sec- 
tions covered by state prohibition laws. 
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Resolved, That we favor the enactment of a constitutional amendment 
that will prohibit the manufacture, sale or giving away of alcoholic, vinous 
or malt drinks within the state of Mississippi.

Adjournment — Sundry announcements were made, a doxology was sung, 
and Conference adjourned with the benediction by Rev. A. P. Pugh.

Report — The Hospital Committee made the following report, which was 
read and adopted. 



HOSPITAL REPORT. 

Your Committee on Hospitals reports that it has carefully considered 
the report of your Hospital Commission, which was referred to it, and 
respectfully recommends that the commission be continued with the same 
powers and instructions under which it has heretofore acted. The time of 
R. A. Meek, J. H. Sherard, W. B. Murrah and J. D. Barbee expires with 
this Conference, and we ask that you elect their successors. 

Your committee further reports that it has considered the memorial 
from the Winona district, and recommends that it be referred to the Hos- 
pital Commission for its consideration. 

Your committee recommends that the Joint Board of Finance be re- 
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quested to carry the same assessment as last year to defray the neces- 
sary expenses of the Hospital Commission.

Report — The Committee on Memorials made the following report, which 
was read and adopted: 

MEMORIALS. 

Two memorials were referred to your committee for consideration. 

I. Vanderbilt University. 

We concur in the paper presented by Dr. T. C. Weir, J. C. Lowe, N. G. 
Augustus an4 others, and ask the adoption of the following memorial to 
the General Conference: 

Whereas, There has been much and continued agitation throughout the 
Church in regard to the ownership and control of Vanderbilt University; 
and 

Whereas, It is necessary to the peace of the Church and the welfare of 
the University that the question be settled. Therefore, be it 

Resolved, First, that we respectfully memorialize the General Confer- 
ence to meet in May, 1910, to adopt such measures as shall put the own- 
ership and control of Vanderbilt University forever at rest, and establish 
the claim of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, to said institution. 

Second, that the decision of the commission, appointed by the General 
Conference of 1906, to inquire into the relation of Vanderbilt University 
to the Church, be ratified as final. 

Third, that we request our delegates to the General Conference to use 
their infiuence in carrying out the provisions of this memorial. 

II. Hospitals. 

We likewise concur in the memorial presented by the Conference Hos- 
pital Committee, and recommend the following: 

Whereas, Christianity is beginning to realize that it is necessary to 
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provide hospitals looking to healing the sick/ and emulating the exam- 
ple of the Savior in ministering to the body while seeking lost souls; and 
Whereas, We feel that Methodism should not fail at any vital point. 
Therefore, we, the North Mississippi Conference, memorialize the next 
General Conference to pass such legislation as will produce a united ef- 
fort of the Church in erecting hospitals in all the Jarger cities within our 
borders; and to provide a method of raising the funds, and pass such 
legislation as will duly recognize this ever-increasing demand upon us, as 
Christians, 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the North Mississippi Conference that 
the time is ripe for pressing the matter of establishing hospitals in our 
larger cities; and looking to this end, we request the delegates to the Gen- 
eral Conference to use their influence in securing the recognition of this 
demand upon our Church by the General Conference, and do all in their 
power to secure favorable legislation.

Church Extension — The Board of Church Extension made the follow- 
ing reports, which were adopted: 

CHURCH EXTENSION. 

Your Board is embarrassed by ever-increasing demands for aid, while our 
resources are still limited. During this session of our Conference we have 
had twenty-eight applications for donations, amounting to $5,330. We 
have raised for Church extension this year $4,285.50, increase $186, hence 
we have only $2,142.75 at our disposal to meet the urgent needs of our 
cause. This serious situation calls for the most liberal and loyal sup- 
port of our people, and yet it is a situation for which we should not be 
ungrateful. Whenever we cease to build, we cease to grow. It is a cause 
for profound gratitude that we are building better and more suitable 
houses of worship, and your Board felicitates itself upon the fact that our 
great Church is planting itself so thoroughly in the centers of population. 
But we need more money. The urgent demands of the field, especially in 
the delta, where our Methodism has long been in the lead, must be met. 

The General Board. 

The annual report shows an increase of $27,624.56 over the receipts 
of last year. But when we remember that in Oklahoma, Texas, New 
Mexico, Arizona and other parts of our great and widely extended Zion, 
we need five times as much money as we have at our disposal, we must 
not be content with past achievements, but must go forward. 

Rev. George S. Sexton. 

At the last session of the General Board, held in the city of Memphis, 
Rev. George S. Sexton, of the Texas Conference, was elected Assistant 
Secretary, with special reference to the proposed Washington City Church. 
We hereby pledge ourselves, as far as we can, to co-operate with him in 
this work. Our Church must erect a creditable house of worship in the 
capital city of the nation. 

Loan Fund Day. 

In view of the increasing demands for loans, the General Board has ar- 
ranged for the observance of a loan* fund day. The presiding elders and 
preachers in charge are hereby reminded that the second Sunday in April, 
or as near thereto as practicable, is set apart for this purpose. Let ser- 
mons or addresses be delivered on that occasion, and give our people an 
opportunity to contribute. 
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Birthday Ofierings. 

We call attention to the action of the General Board and the Sunday 
School Board, respecting birthday offerings in the Sunday school. After 
this conference year the fund raised in tjiis way is to constitute a Sun- 
day school loan fund. Will not our preachers and superintendents get 
jars and give the children a chance? 

Colored Methodist Episcopal Church. 

In order to meet an urgent call for help from our colored brethren, our 
General Board agreed to ask the Church for $15,000 this year. Our part 
of this amount is $434. After a careful and full consideration of the 
matter, your Board is free to say that we heartily agree with the reso- 
lution of the General Board that we should make a voluntary contribu- 
tion for their relief, and we request the presiding elders and preachers in 
charge to present this call to our people wherever practicable, that the 
amount may be secured. 

District Organizations. 

We are pleased to know that four of the presiding elders’ districts 
maintain district organizations. We urge the other four to do so next 
year. We also request the treasurers of these district organizations to 
furnish the Cqnference Treasurer with an annual statement of their work. 

Recommendations. 

Your attention is invited to the following resolution adopted by the Gen- 
eral Board: Resolved, That the Bishops and presiding elders be requested 

to emphasize in district and annual conferences the very urgent need of 
large contributions to the cause of Church extension, in view of the rapid 
growth of our country, and the responsibilities of our Church on this ac- 
count. 

We, therefore, ask the Conference to adopt these resolutions, to-wit: ■ 

1. That at least one hour be given to Church extension at the district 
Conferences. 

2. That our people who receive aid from this Board be most earnestly 
requested to insure their houses of worship against fire and storm. 

3. That our preachers be warned against the danger of causing build- 

ing committees to contract large debts wdth the promise that this Board 
will come to their relief. i

Introduced — Dr, A. P. Parker and Dr. R. G. Waterhouse were introduced 
to the Conference, the latter delivering an able address, pending the adop- 
tion of the report on education. The amended report was then put upon 
its passage and carried as follows: 

EDUCATION. 

This Board has given careful consideration to the matters submitted to 
us. We most heartily rejoice in the general prosperity of our educational 
institutions and note with much pleasure their increased endowments and 
larger facilities and better equipment for service. While there has been 
growth, they are even yet far from perfection. Not until our people have 
loosened their purse strings and poured millions into the treasuries of our 
schools will they have performed in any satisfactory measure the duty de- 
volving upon them in guaranteeing reasonable facilities for the training of 
their children and youth in thoroughly Christian institutions. In mere re- 
sources, state institutions put us to shame. The value of a college, how- 
ever, does not lie altogether in imposing buildings, nor in well-filled cof- 
fers. Ideals are worth more than equipment, and the personal touch of a 
devout professor more than intimate knowledge of a museum of fossils. 

Marvelous work has been done by heroic soufs in our Methodist schools in 
the face of difficulties and embarrassments that would have put to fiight 
hirelings in charge of the lambs. The Christian ministry itself can scarcely 
point to a nobler record of self-denial and hardship endured for the sake 
of Christ than the faithful and devout men and women who have toiled 
in our schools for the education of our youth. Now that the Churches are 
better equipped, our ministers better paid, and our people blessed with 
greater wealth, w'e must not suffer the instructors of our children to bear 
unaided the burdens of their work. 

Vanderbilt' University. 

Vanderbilt University should be the pride of every Southern Methodist, 
as it is the crown and glory of our educational system. We always have 
owned it, and mean to take due care that we always shall. Meantime, 
let us enter with zeal upon our heritage and fill its halls with Methodist 
students, and enlarge its endowment with Methodist money. We are 
profoundly grateful for the beneficence that gave it existence, but are not 
paupers that we should beg at the doors of aliens for its support. Let us 
speed the day when the liberality of its owners shall eclipse the generosity 
of its friends. Reports from its authorities indicate increasing interest and 
growing efficiency in all its departments. We especially commend its theo- 
logical department to all candidates for the ministry and the correspon- 
dence school to all our undergraduates. We insist that the officers and 
teachers of Vanderbilt University shall be Methodists. 

Millsaps College. 

No institution of the Church has had a more brilliant record or met with 
more gratifying success than this established by the generosity of our own I 

people and presided over by our own beloved Dr. W. B. Murrah. It has 
forced its way to the very forefront in the educational field, and is just- ; 

ly entitled to our support, our patronage and our prayers. It should have i! 

a half million dollars of endowment by the beginning of the second de- 
cade of its existence. We are glad to note the large number of young ^ 

ministers among its students and the high-class of work being done by all. \ 

Grenada College. 

Our own Grenada College found the past session the best in its history,.. 
and the present is equally satisfactory. The financial returns have been 
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larger than formerly, and the scholastic. work has been of a-higher order. 
We urge our preachers to more diligent efforts in its behalf, and com- 
mend it to our people as worthy of their patronage. 

Sea Shore Divinity School. 

We have received a communication and prospectus from the commis- 
sioners of this new enterprise. It promises to be of great value to those 
availing themselves of its advantages. .Undergraduates especially will find 
a course of study and a corps of instructors that cannot but prove bene- 
ficial. . ■ 

Recommendations. > ■ . 

We recommend the reappointment of Dr. W. B. Murrah as president of 
Millsaps college, and of Rev. T. W. Lewis as Commissioner of Education, in 
connection with his pastoral charge. 

Appreciation. 

We record our grateful appreciation of the luminous address of Bishop 
Hoss, delivered at the Methodist Church last evening, on Education. His 
principles as to Church ownership are sound, and his positions impregna- 
ble.

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Report — The Committee on Memoirs made its report, G. W. Bachman 
reading the memoir of Amos Kendall, after which several of the older 
brethren paid loving tribute to his memory. The memoir of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Bancroft Ramsey was read by W. N. Duncan. 

Adjournment — The purpose of the session being fulfilled, on motion. Con- 
ference adjourned with the singing of a doxology, and the benediction by 
Dr. Waterhouse. 



SIXTH DAY, MONDAY, DECEMBER 6, 1909. 

Opening — Conference met at the appointed hour, Bishop Hoss in the 
chair. A hymn was sung, and Rev. W. S. Shipman led in prayer. The 
Bishop read the beatitudes from Matt. 5th chapter, and gave a brief ex- 
position of the same. ^ 

Minutes Approved — The minutes of the sessions of Saturday afternoon 
and of the Memorial session Sunday were read and severally approved. 

Report — The report of the Committee on Memoirs, read at the Memorial 
session, was adopted, furnishing answer to Question 19, “What preachers 
have died during the year?” Amos Kendall. 

MEMOIRS. 

Rev. Amos Kendall. 

Reverend Amos Kendall was born December 25, 1830, at Ashby, Lincoln- 
shire, England, and died in great peace and triumph, April 12, 1909, in 
Aberdeen, Miss. The place of his birth was only eight miles from Ep- 
worth, the home of the Wesley family. He was one of ten brothers, six 
of whom were preachers, all Methodists, except one, who was a Congrega- 
tional minister. Their one sister was the wife of a local preacher. 

Brother Kendall was licensed to preach at the age of 18, and served five 
years in the pastorate of the Primitive Methodist Church in England. He 
came to America in 1854, and united with the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, as a local preacher in orders. In August of that year he was ap- 
pointed to fill a vacancy caused by the death of the pastor of Asbury 
Church, Memphis, Tenn. The next year he served as supply Hernando 
Station, which was the first year of that charge as a station. He was ad- 
mitted into the traveling connection at the session of the Memphis Con- 
ference, held at Memphis, Tenn., November, 1855, Bishop Kavanaugh pre- 
siding. During his membership in this Conference, which then embraced 
West Tennessee, West Kentucky and North Mississippi, he served the fol- 
lowing charges: Paducah, 1856; Holly Springs, 1857; Paducah, 1858-59; 
Hernando, 1860-61; Jackson, Tenn., 1862; Grenada, 1863-64; Sardis cir- 
cuit, 1865; Aberdeen, 1866-67; Hernando, 1868-69; Oxford, 1870. 

The North Mississippi Conference was organized in 1870, and he became 
a member of it and served as presiding elder and pastor as follows: Gre- 

nada district, 1871-74; Sardis district, 1875-78; Aberdeen district, 1879- 
82; Corinth district, 1883-86; Aberdeen district, 1887-90; West Point sta- 
tion, 1891-93; Aberdeen station, 1894-97; Sardis station, 1898-1901. At, 
the Conference held in Winona in December, 1901, after fifty-two years 
of faithful and laborious service, he was granted a superannuate relation, 
which at the close of one year was changed at his own request to that' of 
supernumerary, which was continued until his transfer to the Church 
triumphant in heaven. He was a delegate to the General Conference, held 
in Nashville, Tenn., in 1882, and served on the Committee on Episcopacy.

He was elected reserve delegate to the General Conferences of 1874 and 
1878. 

He was twice married: first to Miss Harness, who died in 1868; then, 
in 1869, to Mrs. Julia Hancock, of Hernando, Miss., who survives him in 
great loneliness and sorrow, after many years of blissful w’edded life. 

In the life and character of Brother Kendall there was a true type of the 
Christian man and gospel minister. His striking personality, affable man- 
ners and graceful bearing on all occasions commanded the respect and rev- 
ence of all ages and classes. As a preacher and pastor, he was beloved 
by his people, and had the good will of everybody. As presiding elder, he 
was equal to the best in diligence, in zeal and in wise administration, and 
was universally popular with both preachers and people. He was com- 
panionable and helpful to all, especially to young preachers, many of whom 
he licensed and brought into the itinerant work. During his twenty years 
as presiding elder he missed but two quarterly conferences. Such was his 
lifetime habit of punctuality and such his resolute will, that in meeting 
his appointments, he surmounted obstacles which would have deterred 
others, frequently walking for miles through cold and rain when travel- 
ing was otherwise impracticable. 

Preaching was his forte. He truly loved to preach, and was ever ready 
in the truest sense for any call or occasion to do so. He was never want- 
ing in preparation, and, while he did not write his sermons in full, had 
always at hand, carefully prepared, outlines for use when needed. His 
sermons were analytical, logical and clear, and were delivered with ear- 
nestness and fervor, often with great power and effect. Hundreds of souls 
were blessed and saved under his ministry. 

After his retirement • from active work he remained for two or three 
years in Sardis, Mississippi, his last pastoral charge. Thence he removed 
to Aberdeen and spent his last years, where he had lived as pastor and 
presiding elder for fourteen years. As an expression of appreciation of 
his life and work in that city, one of its citizens wrote some time before 
his death: “Reverend Amos Kendall, with his good wife, is spending the 

closing period of his ministry in Aberdeen. He is really the ‘junior preach- 
er’ on the charge, and often preaches at home and abroad — and splendid 
preaching it is, wherever he occupies the pulpit. He feeds the people, and 
they hear him gladly. He is one of the superintendents of the Sunday 
school. He is a great reader and a constant student.” This testimony 
indicates not only the high esteem in which he was held as a man and 
preacher, but also that his mental and physical vigor remained in force 
to the end. 

He lived according to the rule given to Methodist preachers; he was 
never “unemployed, never triflingly employed.” A holy zeal for God, for 
the Church, and for souls, was the inspiration of his life. He wished “to 
cease at once to work and live.” It was his custom to preach on Christ- 
mas day, the anniversary of his Savior’s birth, and also his own. In a 
letter, dated January 13, 1909, he said: “I preached to a large congre- 

gation on Christmas day, and enjoyed the service very much, and many 
others seemed to do so. I have preached in Aberdeen six times since in 
the union revival.” He preached several times after this, and had pre- 
pared to preach for the pastor in Aberdeen on the fourth Sunday in March, 
but was too ill to fill the engagement. This was the beginning of his 
fatal illness. There was a sudden break-down of the entire physical sys- 
tem, followed in a few days by an attack of pneumonia, which soon ter- 
minated his life, despite the best attention of skilled ’physicians, trained 
nurses and loving friends. He was rational and able to speak almost to 
the last breath, frequently conversing freely. , 

His pastor, Rev. W. E. M. Brogan, relates the following interview with 
him: “On Saturday, April 3, only eleven days before his death, I sat by 

his bedside. He put his arms around my neck and said: ‘Brogan, I love 
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you. Be true to God and preach the gospel — it is all you have to preach.* 
Then he asked, ‘What day is thisY’ 1 replied, ‘This is Saturday; tomor- 
row is our communion, day.’ With great emotion, he said, ‘Yes, in com- 
memoration of what my precious Savior did for my poor soul. Oh, what 
a precious Savior he is! Oh, how I love him! Tell all men of his power 
to save.’ I said, ‘Brother Kendall, you have preached this gospel for sixty 
years and commended it to others. Has it always been sufficient for you, 
and is it sufficient now?’ He replied, ‘Fully sufficient. It is now and 
has always been the power of God unto salvation.’ On Friday afternoon 
before he died on Monday, I asked if there were any clouds in his sky. 
He replied, ‘Not a cloud, not a cloud. Heaven is all around us. There 
is not a cloud in the moral firmament; but all is radiant with the light 
of heaven.’ On Saturday morning I was sitting near hini. Opening his 
eyes he recognized me, and said, ‘This is Sunday.’ I replied, ‘This is Sat- 
urday.’ To this he answered, ‘I will soon be at home where Sabbaths 
never end. Be true to God, and some day you will be gathered home.* 
His victory was the most triumphant I have ever witnessed, and the man- 
ner of his home-going is to me a final and coivjlusive proof of the divin- 
ity of our holy religion. I shall always rejoice that I was permitted to 
witness the triumphant death of our ascended brother. It has strength- 
ened my faith, and now I know that what I have believed is very truth 
itself.” 

A short while before his death he gave specific directions concerning 
his burial, saying that he did not wish any display; only songs, brief 
talks and prayers. In the presence of his pastor, other ministers and 
friends, at 8:30 o’clock p. m., Monday, April 12, 1909, the spirit of our 
much-loved brother and fellow-laborer left its mortal abode and ascended 
to be forever with the Lord. The next day at 4 p. m. the funeral services 
were held in the Methodist Church at Aberdeen, according to his own 
directions, after which his body was laid to rest in the cemetery to await 
the resurrection day. 

In the death of Rev. Amos Kendall the North Mississippi Conference is 
bereft of one of its oldest and most faithful members; the Church, of a 
much-beloved minister of the gospel, and the faithful wife, of a devoted 
husband. But we know that our loss is his gain, and that if we are as 
faithful as he was, we shall meet him again in the glorified company of 
the redeemed in heaven.

Elizabeth Bancroft Ramsey. 

Elizabeth Bancroft Ramsey was born in Mobile, Ala., Dec. 25, 1829. Was 
married to the Rev. T. Y. Ramsey, Feb. 4, 1847, and died Nov. 21, 1909. 
This is the calendar record of a remarkably long, active and faithful life. 
Comparatively speaking. Sister Ramsey was a devout Christian and loyal 
member of the Methodist Church all of her life. For forty odd years she 
was the efficient and faithful wife of an itinerant Methodist preacher. 
This service she rendered to the Church when such service meant priva- 
tion and incessant self-sacrifice. As she sometimes said to her intimate 
friends, though not in a spirit of complaint, she was in itinerant work 
for forty years, and never lived in a parsonage. Since her husband’s 
death in 1891 she had been brave, industrious and devout, ever faithfully 
serving her Church and her family. Seven children survive her, one of 
whom is' a. member of the White River Conference. This family of noble 
children bear witness to the excellent training and holy living of Sister 
Ramsey. Her deep interest in the welfare of other people and her true 
devotion to the Church of God followed her to the end of life. Sister 
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Ramsey lived long, she lived well, she gained the victory through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. And ‘^blessed are the dead that die in the Lord.” They 
rest jErom their labors, and their works do follow them.

Spiritual Interests — The Committee on Spiritual Interests made its re- 
port, which was read and adopted, as follows: 

SPIRITUAL INTERESTS. 

The Church is a mighty organism, vitalized by the Holy Spirit, and the 
great function of the Church is to show the infinite mercy and grace of 
God in the conversion of sinners, and in the evangelization of the world. 

It is the Holy Ghost that gives life and power and success to the 
Church; and in proportion as the spirit dwells in vitalizes and controls the 
Church to that extent. The Church is in a healthy, growing and pros- 
perous state. Education is important, numerical strength is significant, 
money is of great power, but these and everything else must be subor- 
dinate to the indwelling spirit of the living God. 

The spirit of worldliness that invades the Church calls for great vigi- 
lance, and for earnest prayer for the purity of the sanctuary. Another 
cause for painful solicitude on the part of God’s people, is the absence of 
the family altar and the lack of home religion. Will not our pastors ear- 
nestly endeavor to promote spiritual religion, and to establish a family 
altar in the homes of all our people? 

While the evils mentioned, and others, militate against the success of 
the Church, yet there are evidences that encourage us to believe that God 
still abides with his people; that the Holy Spirit gives life, power, and 
success to the Church, and that the kingdom of Christ is making prog- 
ress on various lines as never before in the history of the Church. 

Our missionary enterprises are prospering. Open doors to widening 
fields in heathen lands invite our laborers, and consecrated men and wom- 
en are entering these fields and winning many victories under the banner 
of the Cross. 

Woman has been brought forward and is becoming a mighty helper 
in the spread of the gospel, and in conversion of the world. The Woman’s 
Foreign and the Woman’s Home Mission societies are both thoroughly or- 
ganized. These are magnificent enterprises, and are accomplishing great 
and good results. 

The Church is reaching out its hands to the children and young people 
and training them for service in our Lord’s vineyard. This is seen in 
the increasing interest of our Sunday school work, in the Epw'orth League, 
our Juvenile and Young People’s Missionary societies, and in the large 
ingathering of children into the membership of the Church. • 

Our educational enterprises are prosperous, and hundreds of our youth 
are being educated and prepared for useful lives and active service in the 
cause of Christ and the Church. 

The growing liberality of our people is seen in the building of many 
new and better houses of worship, and in providing homes for our preach- 
ers, and in a more ready response to the financial claims of the Church. 

Our pastors are better supported. Many charges have been able to re- 
port the salaries of their preachers, and all the a,ssessments paid in full. 

The laymen’s movement is a marvelous fact in the history of the 
Church of today, and without a parallel, perhaps, in the history of the 
Church. This wonderful movement gives promise of much, looking to the 
strengthening and extension of the kingdom of our Lord. 

In addition to all these indications of a general character, we men- 
tion, also, the regular work of the Church in our pastoral fields, the 
preaching of a faithful ministry, the revivals of saving power, resulting 
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in the edifying of believers, the conversion of sinners and the addition of 
hundreds and thousands to the Church. 

Do we not see in all of these things the manifestation of the presence 
of God’s spirit in the Church, giving it power and equipment for the con- 
quest of the w'orld? 

We cannot accept the pessimistic formula which says that “The world 
is growing worse; society is becoming more corrupt; the Church is los- 
ing power and going down; the devil rules.” Nay, but we would change 
it to one of Christian optimism, which says that under the mighty leaven- 
ing influence of the gospel “the world is growing better; society is being 
purified; the Church is gaining in power for good. God rules.” We thank 
God and take courage, and call to remembrance the promise of our Lord: 
Lo, I am with you always, even unto the end of the world.

Bible Society — The American Bible Society Board made its report, which 
was read and adopted, as follows : 

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

The word of God is the book of all books. It and it alone gives answer 
to the earnest questions of the human heart, seeking after God. It is the 
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source from which other great books have gathered the power that made 
them living literature. It is the only book that gives the world an unerr- 
ing guide to true greatness. No man can fashion the life according to its 
teachings and not become great in his sphere. Indeed, it is the founda- 
tion stone upon which all nations must build if they expect to endure. 
God has said, “My people are destroyed for lack of knowledge.” The 
Church will not and cannot discharge her full duty till at least one copy 
of the Bible has been placed within the reach of every human hand. 
For this cause the American Bible Society was established. Its work 
can best be measured by the demands made upon it. So steadily have 
calls for the printed word increased that the society is unable to meet 
them. There is great need for enlarged resources. 

We are glad to report a collection of $1,012.62 on an assessment of 
$1,200, which is an increase of $18.52 over last year. We have also re- 
ceived $22 special to the Sage fund. We recommend an assessment of 
$1,200 for 1910. 

Whereas, Mrs. Russell Sage has pledged the American Bible Society 
$500,000 when a like amount has been raised from other sources. 

Resolved, That the North Mississippi Conference hereby authorizes its 
Bible Board to appropriate $1,000 of the proceeds of our assessment this 
year and $1,000 each for the next two successive years to meet the of- 
fer of Mrs. Sage, if the authorities of the American Bible Society, in 
their godly judgment, deem it best so to apply these amounts.

Missions — The Board of Missions submitted i'ts report for record as fol- 
lows : 

MISSIONS. 

Christianity is the most manifest and palpable fact of our modern 
life, and it tends toward a yet larger dominion in the affairs of men. It 
is destined to reach unto all men and permeate to fullness all their spheres 
of activity. To do this it must work as the leaven, must spread from 
one life to another. This spreading from one life to another is what we 
call “the missionary process.” The growth and spread of Christianity, > 
therefore, are but the manifestations of its vital missionary spirit. Take 
this spirit away, and we rob it of its vital force. The missionary spirit 
is the white corpuscle, the free and living protoplasm in the blood, from 
which must spring those wider and deeper ramifications of power and 
those fuller developments of our Master’s infiuence in the world. 

Believing this to be true, your Board would take no backward step, 
but would take many and long steps forward in multiplying our mis- 
sionary assets. 

We rejoice that the whole missionary outlook is broader and brighter 
than ever before. From our foreign fields comes the most encouraging 
information. M^orld-old prejudices are fast giving away, and the be- 
nighted people are turning their faces toward the light. They want our 
Bible, our learning, our institutions, our life. They cry for those influ- 
ences that have made these Western nations the leaders of the world’s 
progress. Shall we withhold from them? The rather we will abound 
toward them that there may be the fulfillment of the Master’s com- 
mand: “Go teach all nations.” In a communication from the Parent 

Board to the several Conference Boards, comes the joyful tidings of 
large progress along all lines. During the last year there has been an 
increase of 2,430 members in our foreign missions stations. For this we 
devoutly thank God. From all sources during the last year the home 

I Church has contributed about $65,000 more than it did the preceding year. 

This is quite remarkable when we consider the widespread financial de- 
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And in the home field the signs of a deepening interest are just as 
manifest. New territory is being opened and entered. Immigrant sta- 
tions are being established at our various seaports; our laymen are be- 
coming aroused and quickened; schools for the mountain whites are be- 
ing projected; rescue homes for the fallen are being operated, and our 
young people are being taught and trained. Indeed, the home Church is 
in the throes of a wholesome missionary ferment. Our several mis- 
sionary secretaries are doing their best, and we bespeak for them the 
hearty co-operation of our great Church. 

Our own Conference gives proof of a gratifying progress. The collec- 
tions of the last year are in advance of the preceding year. Two of the 
districts of the Conference report the full collection of all missionary as- 
sessments, May we not hope that every district in our Conference 
will do as well the present year? The Rev. W. S. Lagrone, missionary 
evangelist, has done a faithful year’s work, with which your Board is 
highly pleased. He reports the following facts: Meetings held, 13; ser- 
mons preached, 390; miles traveled, 8,100; tracts distributed, 20,000; sub- 
scriptions secured for Go Forward, 340; collected from all sources and 
for all purposes, $1,828, Brother Lagrone goes back into the pastorate 
and your Board, for the present at least, discontinues the office of mis- 
sionary evangelist. 

It is the purpose of your Board to enter as never before upon an edu- 
cational campaign in reference to missions, and in this undertaking we 
beg the sympathy and co-operation of the entire Conference. To this 
end we earnestly recommend: 

1. That our pastors freely circulate missionary literature among our 
people — books, tracts, etc. Go Forward is a splendid monthly missionary 
periodical, and ought to be placed in every Methodist home. 

2. That our pastors write full and comprehensive reports on mis- 
sions at the Quarterly Conferences. Thus our official members may be 
touched and thereby brought to take a deep interest in this all-ab- 
sorbing subject. 

3. That all our Sunday schools be organized into missionary so- 
cieties, according to the provisions of our discipline, and that much be 
made of our quarterly missionary lessons. 

4. That the laymen be organized in each pastoral charge and given 
a wider field of service. 

5. That our pastors and people abound in Christian helpfulness toward 
the negro in our midst. He is poor Lazarus at our very gate. As we 
reach out hands of help to foreign people, let us not neglect the poor 
African, with whom we touch elbows in all our daily life. 

Your Board was able to pay in full all its appropriations for the last year.

Address — On behalf of the parent Board of Missions, Dr. A. P. Parker 
made a brief address.

Report — The Sunday School Board made its report which was read and 
adopted as follows: 

SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

The past year has been one of material increase and improvement of 
methods in our Sunday school work. While we thank Almighty God for 
every step of progress, we clearly see that we are not yet rendering a 
perfect service, and that much remains to be dpne. We urge our people 
to increased watchfulness and zeal. If we might be heard, we would cry 
out our concern for the instruction and’salvation of the children. We would 
call attention to the adult class movement as already successfully worked 
among us, as a mighty agency for good, and in this connection to the 
“Adult Student,” a publication of our Sunday School Board designed espe- 
cially for this class. We were glad to have with us Miss Kilpatrick and 
Mr. Weaver of Corinth, and Mrs. Hoyle of Tupelo, w'ho spoke encouraging 
words to us and have themselves already succeeded in this work. Pastors 
and superintendents desiring information, or help in this movement, will 
do well to consult our agent. Rev. R. P. Neblett. 

It was a matter of joy to us to have Dr. E. B. Chappell, our Sunday 
school editor, with us, to hear his report and at our anniversary to listen to 
his great address. We hope the clianges in the Visitor and in the form of 
Our Little People will prove satisfactory, and see no reason why they 
should not. We believe the new publication. Our Boys and Girls, will 
find a welcome among us. The old publications, the Magazine and the 
Sunday School Quarterlies need no commendation from us. 

We beg leave to urge anew our pastors and people to more generally ob- 
serve Children’s Day. The day is to train Sunday school people, its proceeds 
are to train Sunday school pastors for the future. We are glad to note 
some improvement here. 

We are glad to have with us Rev. W. Fred Long, of Jackson, Miss., State 
Secretary of International Work, who kindly offers his services to the 
Board, the presiding elders or pastors, wherever he can help in Institute or 
Sunday School work. 

We ask that Rev. R. P. Neblett be elected as agent of the board, to serve 
in connection with his pastoral charge. 

The presiding elders are respectfully requested to so arrange their 
District Conferences that one day may be devoted to Sunday School In- 
stitute work, under the management of the board’s agent. 

We ask that the following appropriations be made: 

One hundred dollars for the Year Book, $100 for Children’s Day programs, 
$100 for needy Sunday schools, $150 for general expenses, $175 for a Sun- 
day School Superintendents’ Institute in connection with the Mississippi 
Conference, if they so desire. Those held the past two years are reported 
to have been vastly helfful. 

We urge our pastors and people not to neglect the missionary feature of 
our w'ork.

Report-^The Epworth League Board made its report, which was read 
and adopted as follows: 

EPWORTH LEAGUES. 

We are glad to report a substantial, though not a large, increase in 
the number of Leagues, in their membership, and in the interest man- 
ifested in the League work. In the summer of the present year, a very 
successful conference was held in New Albany, Miss., at which more than 
one hundred delegates were present. The interest and enthusiasm man- 
ifested in this meeting and the results that followed satisfied the Board 
as to the value of the conference. It has determined on another to be 
held in Kosciusko, Miss., June 14-16, 1910. 

The Leagues undertook a year ago to raise a special fund for missions of 
one thousand dollars, to be applied to the improvement of the property 
of Hiroshima Girls’ School in Japan. About one-half of this has been paid 
and the remainder is in good subscriptions which will be paid soon. We 
recommend that such united work be continued by the Leagues of the 
Conference. 

We call attention to the Epworth Era, so ably edited by our General 
Secretary, Dr. DuBose, and his assistant. Dr. Parker. It is not only the 
League organ, but is one of the best young people’s papers published and 
deserves to go into all our homes where there are young people. We also 
call attention to the fact that this Conference has set apart Easter as 
League Day, and that one service on that day be given ot the League, or to 
a young people’s service where there is no League. When Easter cannot 
be thus observed, let the nearest day practicable be used. 

Twenty years of existence as an institution of the Church, with ever in- 
creasing prosperity, have put the League beyond the experimental stage 
and declared it a necessity. Its projection by the General Conference and 
the Disciplinary requirements make it more than an optional matter 
whether we shall support it or not. In the name of the young people of the 
church we beg you, brethren, consider earnestly and prayerfully their needs 
and the League as a means of help, for no time nor money spent will bring 
a richer harvest than that put into the Epworth League.

BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

The success which has attended the operations of our Publishing House 
during the year ending December 31, 1908, is a source of gratification and 
the brethren who so ably administer its affairs are entitled to highest 
praise. 

The Christian Advocate continues to be a journal of high literary merit 
and presents the news of the Church in a most interesting form. We 
note with regret that it has been published at a loss during the year cov- 
ered by the report before us. 

The Epworth Era has taken and held a high rank among the foremost 
publications of its class; and its accomplished editor has made of it a most 
effective organ for promoting the welfare of our great Church. It, also, has 
been issued at a financial loss. 

The Methodist Review continues to meet the wishes of the Church, as is 
shown by its growing circulation which has resulted in a profit from its 
publication. 

The Sunday School publications are deservedly popular. There are none 
better. In matter and style they are kept fully abreast of the rapidly 
changing demands of the times in which we live, and are bearing abundant 
fruit in the growing importance of the Sunday School in the life of the 
, Church. 

The New Orleans Christian Advocate, as shown by the report of the 
Publishing Committee, is in the most flourishing condition of its entire his- 
tory. This fact is a tribute which speaks louder than any words we might 
employ to the fidelity of our esteemed brother. Dr. J. W. Boswell, who 
; retires at the end of nine years of most effective service as editor of that 

paper; and we pray heaven’s richest blessings upon him as he returns to 
u labor among his brethren in the North Mississippi Conference. 

I; We desire to record our sense of appreciation of the fact that the 

i Publishing Committee has again come to our Conference to secure an 

editor for the New Orleans Christian Advocate. While we surrender him 
reluctantly from our itinerant service, in which he has been such a 
^ power for good and where his leadership has been so inspiring in the for- 

t ward movements of our Methodism, we confidently predict a yet more 

brilliant career and more effective ministry for him in this wider field 
I of service.
